With 10 homicides in past week, valley nears record 2016 total

A rash of holiday season killings 
has propelled the Las Vegas Valley 
closer to last year’s record-setting 
homicide numbers. 

Since Dec. 22, 10 people have 
been killed at the hands of some- 
one else, and all but one death

was the result of gun violence. 

“People are too quick to go to 
guns,” Metropolitan Police De- 
partment homicide Capt. Robert 
Plummer told reporters Wednes- 
day night. 

The spike brings the total num- 
ber of homicides investigated by 
Metro so far this year up to 166, 
not including the 58 people who 


were killed in the Oct. 1 shooting 
on the Las Vegas Strip. Last year 
set a record for homicides in 
Metro’s jurisdiction with 168, in- 
cluding two cases the department 
handled for other agencies. 

Metro has been keeping yearly 
homicide totals since 1990.

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Trump diplomacy: No status quo

shuddered. 

Yes, Congress had voted to 
move the embassy regularly 
since 1995. Yes, past presidents 
had promised to do so the same 
thing. But unlike Presidents Bill 
Clinton and George W. Bush, 
Trump actually made good on 
his Jerusalem pledge after he 
won Office. 

As with many other foreign 
policy areas, the unorthodox ex- 
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Vegas in November, extend- 
ing the streak of consecutive 
monthly declines to six — the 
longest in eight years. 

November visitation declined
